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MADE TO CONFESS. 


Nihilists in the Russian Prisons Forced 
to Give Information. 


THE GROWTH AND POWER OF THE 
SECRET ORGANIZATION ASCERTAINED. 


Natives in the New Hebrides Cook and 
Eat the Bodies of Other Natives Exe- 
cuted by a British Naval Officer—Ger- 
many’s Important Railroad Policy— 
Foreign. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. M.—The police have 
succeeded in obtaining confessions from sev- 
eral of the hundred or more persons to be put 
on trial shortly for Nihilism. These confes- 
sions show that the Nihilist propaganda is as 
powerful as ever, and especially strong in the 
higher schools and universities, from which 
operations are directed.. The Nihilists, the 
informers say, would for the present be sat- 
isfied with freedom of the cities and a crea- 
tion of a National Assembly, such as existed 
untilthe sixteenth century, and was abol- 
ished by the Czars. The various bodies of 
Nihilists act independently of each other. 
Although actual torture was not used, so far 
as Known, in procuring confessions, yet the 
severe.examination, lasting without relief or 
cessation for many hours at a time, had the 
same effect in bringing about physical col- 
lapse and admission of whatever was de- 
sired. The two Nihilists surrendered by the 
British Ambassador at Constantinople to the 
Russians were accused of train-wrecking, 
otherwise they would not have been given up. 


An Extraordinary Scene. 
LONDON, Jan. 14.—Further particulars from 
the commander of the British cruiser Royal- 
ist tell of an extraordinary scene at the New 
Hebrides, when three natives were executed 
by order of the commander for killing and 
‘eating a French trader and his son. Im- 
mediately after the execution a number of 
natives asked for the bodies, and the com- 
mander, supposing that their relatives 
wanted the remains for burial, gave them up. 
Then they secreted themselves a short dis- 
tance away and cooked and devoured the 
bodies of the criminals, much to the horror 
of the British officers and their men, who did 

not, however, feel justified in interfering. 

THE NEWFOUNDLAND TROUBLE. 

LONDON, Jan. 14.—The authorities are an- 
noyed by the latest advices from Newfound- 
land, and Lord Salisbury is making new ap- 
proaches to France for a settlement of the 
shore question, but at present without much 
prospect ofa solution. The latest rumor 
from Paris is that France will not settle short 
of surrender of the channel islands by Great 
Britain. 

BRITISH COAL MINERS’ DEMANDS. 

LONDON, Jan, 14.—The British Coal Miners’ 
Federation has made proposals to the Mine 
Owners’ Union to discuss the question of 
eight hours, with a view to compromise. The 
owners Claim that, on account of the great 
advance in miners’ wages, they cannot con- 
sent toeight hours without losing all pros- 
pect of profit. 

THE INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT BILL. 

LonpDon, Jan. 14.—There is now no doubt 
that no international copyright bill can pass 
Parliament which does not provide for the 
printing in England of books tobe copy- 
righted in England. The printing trade has 
formeda strong combination tothis effect, 
and is supported by the printers’ and trades’ 
unions. 

PARNELL’S LEAD AND COPPER MINES. 

LONDON, Jan. 14.—Mr. Parnell is seeking to 
promote a company to work the copper and 
lead deposits on his Wicklowe estate. They 
are known to be valuable, and the business of 
mining them would give employment to sev- 
eral hundred people in the vicinity. 

RUSSIAN JEWISH EMIGRANTS. 
LONDON, Jan. 14.—Acompany of 400 Jews, 
who landed in England from Russia a few 
days ago, embarked at Liverpool yesterday 
for the United States. They will be followed 
by many more of their expelled countrymen. 

; THE GERMAN EMPEROR. 

LonpDON, Jan. 14.—The Berlin correspondent 
of the Standard says that Empress Victoria 
Augusta will accompany Emperor William on 
his trip to England. They will arrive in Eng- 
land immediately before the date set for the 
marriage of the Princess Christiana’s daugh- 
ter, Louise, to Prince Aribert of Anholt, 
which will be celebrated in July at Windsor 
castle. 


The Irish Party Leaders. 


LONDON, Jan. 14.—Mr. Parnell has arrived 
in this city. The Star to-day says that Mr. 
Yarnell has definitely and finally abandoned 
all idea of resuming the leadership of the 
Irish Parliamentary party. 

A TALK WITH O’ BRIEN. 

BOULOGNE-SUR-MER, Jan. 14.—Wm. O’Brien 
saidto a correspondent: ‘‘Our difficulties 
are great, but not insuperable. We were 
prepared for a great dealof misconception 
and misrepresentation in our efforts to save 
from the horrors of dissension. Whenever 
the true character of our consultations with 
our brother Irish members is known, 
some of our friends will be ashamed 
of their fears and suspicions 
and will acknowledge gratefully the consid- 
eration our colleagues and friends in Ireland 
and England have extended tous under try- 
ing circumstances. Their overmastering de- 
sire, like ours, is for peaceanda reunion of 
the National forces on terms which will satis- 
fy British friendly opinion and strengthen 
good understanding between Ireland and 
England, while reassuring the Irish National 
sentiment and safe-guarding the interests of 
our cause. Such a settlement they may rest 
confident we shall aim at, orat none. No- 
body, realizing what is before Ireland, would 
be cruel enough to begrudge us Irishmen a 
short breathing time for sober reflection.’’ 

ARCHBISHOP WALSH REPLIES TO PARNELL. 

DUBLIN, Jan. 14.—Archbishop Walsh in yes- 
terday’s issue ofthe Insuppressible says that 
before Mr. Parnell’s re-election as leader he 
wrote anumber of letters, saying that the 
gentleman should be deposed unless the 
charges of immorality were disproved. This 
is in rebuttal of Mr. Parnell’s speech at Lim- 
erick on Sunday. 


Canadian Interests Saved. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 14.—Itis learned on 
the best authority that the negotiations 
which have been pending between New- 
foundland andthe United States in the dl- 
rection of favored treaty relations have fal- 
len through. This termination is believed to 
be the result of representations made to the 
Imperial Government by the Canadian Ex- 
ecutive which urged that a discrimination 
against the importation of Canadian goods 
into Newfoundland in favor of the United 
States, would be disastrous to Canadian in- 
terests. 


The Cold Weather in Austria. 

VIENNA, Jan. 14.—The snow has ceased fall- 
ing in Austria and the railways are resuming 
their operations. The reports of disaster 
trom cold continuetocomein. In one case 
four children were frozen to death while go- 
ing to school. ‘It is believed many more 
bodies will be found when the snow melts. 


Germany’s Important Policy. 
BERLIN, Jan. 14.--Chanoellor von Caprivi’s 
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of railway freight rates with her’ neighbor 
nations, is regarded as the inauguration ofa 
highly important policy. It evidently marks 
the dawn of a _ politico-commercial era of 
treaties based upon transportation arrange- 
ments on a principle similar jo customs re- 
ciprocity.

TO BE MADEQNOWN TO-DAY. 

BERLIN, Jan. 15.—Prof. Bardleben tolda 
number of surgeons the other day that the 
secret of the composition and preparation of 
Koch’s‘lymph woyld be disclosed in, a few 
days, and it is understood that the disclosure 
is to be made in a German medical weekly to- 
morrow. Prof. Bardleben expressed the 
opinion that surgical operations for tuber- 
culosis have a much better chance of success 
with the aid of Koch’s fluid than without it. 


INTERRUPTED THE BAPTISM. 


An Insane Man Makes a Scene in the An- 
nunciation Church. 


There was a remarkable interruption of a 
ceremony yesterday at the Annunciation 
Church at Sixth and Chouteau avenue, An 
infant child of one of the parishioners was 
being baptized, and the ceremony, which is 
one frequently performed in that popular 
parish, was progressing quietly, when sud- 
denly it assumed a new phase, throygh the 
intervention of an uninvited guest. 

Strolling within the always open door of 
the church came a strange figure, which 
advanced steadily to the altar, around which 
the family group stood before Father Head, 
The figure was that of a man, a slender 
fellow, with vacant eyes, a soft 
brown beard, a rather gentle face. He 
wore a slouch hat pinned up at the sides,a 
short shooting jacket and a flannel shirt, but 
the most remarkable part of the 
costume owas a pair of long bluish 
gray woolen socks, which came to the 
knees, giving him the appearance of the 
conventional stage English yeoman. This 
strange-looking character halted only when 
he had gained a position directly facing the 
priest, andthen asked in a loud but calm 
voice: 

‘*What is my name?’’ 

It might be that the ceremony of baptism 
upon which he had “intruded sug- 
gested this wish to be personally 
‘*‘Jocated’’ himself, for after a moment’s 
hesitation he repeated the question and then 
paused gravely for areply. Father Head, 
naturally astonished, made a signal of silence 
to the man, but it was unheaded, and a sec- 
ond query again interrupted the baptism: 

‘*Where do] live?’’ 

Being unable to answer either of these 
leading questions, the startled priest finished 
the baptizing of the parish child as 
speedily as possible and then, as 
the frightened family group dispersed and 
left the church, he turned his attention to his 
strange visitor. It took but a 
moment to discover that the 
man was demented, and Father 
Head wasat firsta'trifie alarmed at being 
alone in the church with a maniac, but 
further study of the man convinced the priest 
that he was entirely harmless. He 
kept repeating hisinguries as to his name 
and place of residence as pertinaciously asa 
census enumerator and was much distressed 
because Father Head could not enlighten 
him on those important points. Compassion 
for his forlorn condition, for he was shiver- 
ing with the bitter cold, touched the 
good father’s heart, and after a 
little fruitless endeavor to _ find out 
something definite about the man, the priest 
of thechurch into which he had wandered 
carried him to the parochial residence ad- 
joining the church, and gave him a good 
breakfast. This was apparently most wel- 
come, but still the man continued anxious to 
discover his own name. Finally he grew ex- 
cited overitand the priest sent a servant 
out fora policeman. The guest failed to find 
one and so the father, with the lunatic in 
tow, went out on the _ streets. They 
walked side by side over to Chouteau 
avenue and then down to Fourth street, 
when atthe Iron Mountain Depot an officer 
was found to whom the man was delivered. 
A patrol wagon was Called, and 
for some reason he was sent 
direct tothe Four Courts. The stranger was 
evidently from the country, but nothing was 
found on his person to identify him. It was 
thought by the police that he had been de- 
liberately shipped to St. Louis, knowing that 
he would be taken in and cared for by the 
city. 


TO IMPROVE JEFFERSON BARRACKS, 


An Appropriation of $50,000 Granted by 
the House of Representatives. 


Yesterday the clause of the army Dill ap- 
propriating $50,000 for the improvement of 
Jefferson Barracks was taken up in the House 
of Representatives, and after some op- 
position, was passed. The bill now goes to 
the Senate, and there !s no doubt whatever 
that this amount will be appropriated. It is 
regarded as particularly important, because 
it insures thatan annual appropriation of at , 
least that amount will be included in 
the regular army appropriation bill. This 
sum, however, is not nearly sufficient to 
make the improvements at the Barracks that 
are required. Gen. Wesley Merritt, who was 
interested himself warmly in bringing the 
Barracks up to the standard that they should 
hold, states that the sum appropriated will 
hardly be more than sufficient to prevent the 
present buildings from decay. Gen. D. P. 
Greer, the Chairman of the delegation sent 
by the Merchants’ Exchange to Washington 
to urge the passage of the appropriation said: 
“It isnot nearly as much as we want, or as 
we .ought to have, but as a starter it 
does very well. “Next year we will ask 
for more, and shall probably get it. It is 
well enough to get an appropriation for im- 
proving the barracks now, but we will not be 
satisfied until there is a large post liere, gar- 
risoned by a least a regiment. All military 
men admit the necessity of having a regular 

and nota recruiting depot here, and we 
will get it before long.’’

DALTON’S SPEECH. 


The Ralls County Representative Goes 
for the Big Corporations.

MISSOURI'S GENERAL ASSEMBLY WANTS 
INFORMATION ON TAXABLE ASSETS. 


One of the Strongest Speches in the House 
Since the Opening of the Session—The 
Republicans and Their Joint Caucus on 
the Senatorial Complimentary Vote— 
Notes From the Capital. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., Jan. 14.—Representa- 
tive Dick Daltonof Ralls sharply criticised 
the taxing system of the State in a half 
hour’s speech this morning. He spoke on 
the resolution requesting the Secretary of 
State to furnish the House with & list of all 
the corporations in the State and the amount 
of taxable wealth assessed against each. 
This resolution was presented several days 
ago, but sincethen Secretary Lesueur has 
informed the House that it would take 
several months’ time and ten additional 
clerks, not to speak of the expense ol 
compiling the statistical information asked. 

In his speech this morning, which was one 
of the strongest made since the opening of 
the session, Mr, Dalton charged that the cor- 
porations did not bear their share of the bur- 
den of taxation. Taking up the Auditor’s re- 
port he read that the railroad companies 
operating in Missouri were assessed at less 
than $60,000,000, while the report of the Rail- 
road Commissioners showed that the gross 
earnings of such roads for 1890 were in ex- 
cess of $34,000,000, or more than 50 per cent 
oftheir assessed wealth. The assessment, 
he said, was ridiculously small and entirely 
out of proportion with the true wealth of 
such corporations. Poor's Manual, he said, 
showed that the property owned by railroad 
corporations.in this State aggregated $468 ,000, - 
000. Henext took up the telegraph, bridge, 
loan and trust companies and other corpor- 
ations and quoted figures to show they were 
not paying their portion of the taxation or 
anything near it. In conclusion he said that 
the corporations inthe State were not as- 
sessed within $400,000,000 of their actual 
wealth. This amount, he said, rep- 
resented the wunassessed taxable wealth 
of Missouri. He urged that 
the matter be taken up without delay and 
that the House insist on getting the informa- 
tion it desired even if the work could not be 
completed before the end of the session. 
There was no reason, he said, why the cor- 
porations, railroad and others, should not be 
compelled to contribute their share of the 
burden of taxation. Speeches in support of 
the resolution were made by Messrs. Coots cf 
Platte, Russell of Mercer, Stewart of Buchan- 
nan and Lyman of Kansas City. Mr. Lyman 
said the Assembly could not iegis- 
late intelligently as to the corporations 
in the State until it received the information 
asked in the resolution. The Assembly hada 
right, he said, to know which corporations 
were alive and which were dead and other 
information desired. There were other 
peeches andthe resdélution offered by Mr. 

lton was then adopted-by a: unantinous 
vote. 

Among the new bills introduced was a 
sleeping-car regulation measure presented 
by Mr. Crouch of Sullivan County. It pro- 
vides that no sleeping-car company shall be 
permitted to charge more than $1 per day for 
riding on the cars, and $1 for the use of a 
berth. This is the second bill which aims to 
reduce sleeping-ca?® rates. At noon a recess 
was taken until 20’tlock, when the bills in- 
troduced yesterday were given a second read- 
ing. 

THE SENATE. 

The Senate was in session from 10 to12 
o’clock to-day and then adjourned over until 
10 o’clock to-morrow. Senator Stone’s reso- 
lution requesting. an opinion from the 
Attorney-General as to whether or not 
St. Louis and Kansas City are 
cities of the first clats within the meaning of 
the Constitution caused some discussion and 
was vigorously opposed by Senator Teasdale 
of Kansas City. He wanted the resolution 
made applicable to 8t. Louis only, and argued 
that the people of his city were satisfied that 
it was a city of the first class and 
did not want any optnion from the Attorney- 
General. The whole matter was finally re- 
ferred to the Judiciary Committee. 

Senator Sparks introduced a bill relating to 
foreign coporations doing business in this 
State. The act requires such corporations to 
file articles of incorporation with the 
Secretary of State. 

Senator Sebree introduced a concurrent 
resolution to submit to the people of the 
State a constitutional amendment to exempt 
mortgaged ‘property from taxation 
to the amount of its encumbrance. 
He explained that he simply in- 
troduced the resolution in accordance with 
a promise he made to the Farmers’ Alliance 
of his district. 

Senator Sparks added another to the grow- 
ing series of resolutions for the appointment 
of a commission to investigate the matter of 
school text books and to secure them at 
cheaper rates than prevail at present. 


THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 

The joint Republican caucus last evening 
did not agree upon anybody for the compli- 
mentary vote forthe United States Senator- 
ship. There are thirty-four Republicans out 
of the 177 members of the two branches 
and all were present with a 
few exceptions. Senator McGinnis 
presided, and as soon as the meeting was 
fairly begun Representative Aydelott, as was 
expected, introduced his resolution asking 
the caucus to indorse Senator John James 
Ingalls of Kansas. He argued that it would 
be a graceful thing for the Missouri Republican 

mblymen to give their indorsement to 
I lis andthat it might do him good tn his 

ill ight for re-election in the Kansas Leg- 
islature. No action, however, was taken on 
the resolution, but Aydelott proposes to press 
the matter at the next meeting of the cau- 
cus. ; 

A resolution adopted at the caucus 
has caused some merriment among the Dem- 
ocratic members. It was presented in the 
caucus by Senator R. Steele Ryorsof Osage, 
and passed withont opposition. It sets forth 
that the Republican members desire to see 
good laws enacted, and in view of that 
fact propose to do nothing to hamper 
the work of the Legislature. It 
promises that the Republican members will 
not take any ‘‘partisan advantage’’to de- 
lay and obstruct good legislation. Demo- 
cratic|members say that that is very mag- 
nanimouson the part ofthe Republicans, 
but they cannot forbear injecting some sar- 
casm in their remarks oy this subject. There 
isa movement on foot ve the Senatorial 
vote of the minority to Senator Headlee of 
Greene County. He is a Farmers’ Alliance 
Republican, and the fashion here just now 
is to give the farmers everything they want. 
The claim is made that the Republicans 
might gain some advantage in thus honoring 
a farmer. Some favor Senator McGinnis of 
St, Louis, while Aydelot, and one or two oth- 
ers. want to vote for Ingalls, even though he 
isa Kansan. .

CALIFORNIA’S VINEYARDS. 


Report of the Viticultural Commissioner 
of the San Joaquin District. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 14.—The Viticul- 
tural Commissioner from the San Joaquin 
District in his annualreport says the raisin 
business is the chief interest of grape-grow- 
ers of the San Joaquin Valley. There are 2,- 
300 vineyard proprietors in the valley. There 
are 56,430 acres of land planted in raisin 
grapes, 20,000 of which are in bearing, but not 
half of these in full bearing. Twenty thou 
sand acres are also planted in the State out- 
side of the valley. When ali these vineyards 
are in full bearing they will produce 7,650,000 
boxes of raisiis annually. The total con- 
sumption of raisins in the United States is 
3,250,000 boxes annually, and in view of these 
facts the commiissioner advises viticulturists 
to study the future of the industry carefully 
before planting any more raisin vineyards. 
He also discourages planting at present of 
more wine vineyards.

A Crazy Man Sent to the Work-House for

Karl Wilhelm, the insane vagrant who 
imagines himself the Emperor of 
Germany, was again in the First 
District Police Court this morning. The 
old man has beena familiar figure in police 
circles for several years, and spends the 
greater part of every winter in tne Work- 
house.

B. Farwell arrived yesterday morning and all 
ng received visitors at the Leland Ho- 
tel. He said yesterday he did not see how the 
candidate of any one party in the Legislature 
could feel sure of election when neither 
party had a majority in the House. Among 
those who called on Senator Farwell were all 
the Republican members and Messrs. Moore, 
Cockrell and Taubeneck, It looks now as 
though Mr. Farwell would be made the Re- 
publican caucus nominee, in which case he 
will be defeated, as no one can secure an elec- 
tion without the three Farmers’ Alli- 
ance members, and they will not fuse on 
Far well’s name. Shouid this oceur, the Big 
Three will then fuse and name either Judge 
Cicero J. Lindley or David Hunter Repre- 
sentative. The Big Three wantA. J. Streeter, 
but fearing he cannot pull through, they will 
vote for the other two mentioned. An at- 
tempt is being made to unseat Mr. Hamilton 
by the Election Committee and Hamilton has 
been called on to defend himself tn one day. 
GETTING VOTES. 

There are unmistakable indications that the 
Democratt intend to push the Butzow contest 
case toanissue.

THE CRUISER CONCORD. 


Successful Trial of the New Government 
Vessel—The Contractors’ Bonus. 
NEW LoONpDoON, Conn., Jan. 14.—The trial of 
the cruiser Concord for the purpose of devel- 
oping her power was brought toa successful 
close yesterday. There is every probability

Unfortunately for Mr. Hamilton’s 
peace of mind, the Republicans were unable 
to find enough to overmatch the list prepared 
by the Democrats. The Democrats assert 
that the Ae gg list s afake, that the 
and are "tiitefitied to throw dust 
in the eyes of the . public. The 
Republicans say the Democratic cases are 
made up of young men who are boarding and 
working in the district, and assert that these 
voters had a right to vote if they had the nec- 
essary residence qualifications. 

Gentlemen whose political intentions are 
good say the Democrats have reached a point 
in their plans where they have found that 
they actually need but one more vote. This 
means that one of the farmers has given the 
Democrats to understand that when they get 
102 votes he will come if and make the neces- 
sary 108 votes. The beliefis founded on 
almost direct information.

While there is no doubtthe Democratic 
managers intend to oust Hamilton and 
seat Butzow there is some doubt about there 
ability todo so.

The Concord left City Island yesterday morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock and after getting her anchor 
on board, started ahead atfullspeed. She 
passed Execution Rock about 9 o’clock and at 
9:30, when wellclear ofthe approaches to 
New York, began her trial. Nota hitch of 
any kind marred therun. Theday wasanp 
ideal winter’s day. Capt. Cook, Com- 
manders Batchellor and Bradford and 
Lieutenant Commander Wood Kept the run of 
the vessel’s progress and checked her speed 
asshe passed prominent landmarks. Off 
Eaton’s Point, at the end of the first hour’s 
run, aspeed of 16.1 knots past the land was 
recorded. The next hour, as the flood tide 
had visibly strengthened, the record was but 
alittle over fifteen knots. At Faulkner’s 
Island it had improved to 15:5. knots 

from that on. it grew better*and better~ 
until when about abreast Lum Island, a total 
of 67.5 knots had been made, showing an 
average of 15.8 knots per hour for the four 
and a half hours that the trial had lasted and 
a most excellent performance, when one con- 
siders that she has not been docked since 
September. The speed of the flood tide varied 
during the period from % of a knot to1%, as 
nearly as could be estimated. This would 
make the actual speed of the Concord at 
most 17 knots per hour. When the power 
trial was finished it was decided to run out 
beyond Block Island Sound to search for 
rough water inorder to try the steadiness of 
the vessel in a seaway and totest the struct- 
ural qualities. After standing out beyond 
Montauk Point and finding nothing more 
than a light swell, which caused only a mod- 
erate rolling, the vessel was put about and 
headed for this port. The breeze having al- 
most entirely died away, there was no flying 
Spray to drench her fore and aft, as was 
noticed during the preliminary trial yester- 
day. Going down intothe fire-room, it was 
surprising to find it cool and free from all but 
the small amount of dust that was naturally 
caused by dumping the coalon the fire-room 
floor. The coal bunker arrangements of the 
Concord have been greatly improved over 
those of the Yorktownand other new cruls- 
ers. Hazelton anthracite coal was used and 
with the Kafer-Harris system of forced 
drayght and the rocker type of grate bars ap- 
parently gave excellent satisfattion. Except 
during the third hour of the trial, the only 
time the fires were cleaned, there was always 
steam enough at an average pressure of 160 
pounds, and two or three times the safety 
valves lifted and allowed the surplus to escape, 
The engine-rooms presented a very busy 
scene and with the addition of the officers 
busily engaged reading the counters, record- 
ing the gauges and taking indicator cards, 
were about as crowded as their limited space 
would admit. Everything worked, however, 
with great smoothness and not an accident 
nor mishap of any nature occurred to mar the 
run. The highest number of revolutions for 
any one hour made by the engines was 1655, 
the lowest 151.4 and the average for the entire 
distance 153.3 for the forward engine and 151.8 
for the after engine. The average pressure 
was 156 pounds. From a number of indicator 
cards worked up it was unofficially announced 
that the horse power developed by the main 
engines was 3,365, to which must be added 
about 150 more for the auxiliary engines. The 
steering gear worked easily and satisfactorily 
throughout. 

‘*‘We might haved dozen trials,’’ said Mr. 
Palmer, ‘‘without making a successful show- 
ing as this one,’’ with which remark all most 
heartily concurred.

TROUBLE IN WASHINGTON. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 14.—The Chroni- 
cle’'s Tacoma special says: Advices from 
Coulee City, in the Big Bend of the Columbia 
River, state that the situationis becoming 
more critical hourly and that bloodshed is 
expected before the troops, on the way from 
Spokane Falls, can arrive. The Indians 
Causing trouble arethe Okanogen and Spo- 
Kane tribes on the Colville Reservation on the 
Columbia River. People of Ruby City and 
Conconnelly have made an appeal for aid and 
expect tobe attacked any minute by over- 
whelming numbers. Several white men have 
already been killed. Gov. Laughton has re- 
ceived another appeal for moretroops. He 

had already forwarded arms and ammunition 
to the settlers. 
BURNING AND KILLING. 

San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 14.—The Chroni- 
¢cle’'s Spokane Falls (Wash.) special says: 
Word has reached here that the Indians have 
burned the village of Calispen, about 100 
miles north of here, and killed several peo 
ple. The village isin an isolated place. The 
report is not generally credited. 

RAIDING IN MONTANA. 

CHINOOK, Mont., Jan. 14.—Four families 
from Snake Creek have comein. They report 
that a band of about two hundred and fifty 
Sioux Indians were raiding the country, kill- 
ing cattle, stealing horses and committing 
other depredations. The town ts ill prepared 
for defense against an Indian attack. The 
citizens have decided to make a requisition 
on Goy. Toole for 500 stands of arms with am- 
munition. 

Ve MARAUDING BANDS OF HOSTILES. 

PIERRE, 8. D., Jan. 14.—Evidence is coming 
in every day that marauding bands of hos 
tiles are overrunning the country lying be- 
tween the White and Cheyenne Rivers, some- 
times getting within twenty-five miles of the 
Missouri and committing depredations on 
stock and all other property. The settlers 
throughout that region have all crossed the 
Missouri and sought refuge in the towns, on- 
ly a few ranchmen and cowboys being left to 
care for stock. 

INDIANS IN WAR PAINT. 

COULEE Ciry, Jan. 14.—Indians near here 
are in war paint and the young bucks are all 
eager to go on the war path. The people are 
alarmed all along the line of the railroad and 
especially on the border of the Reservation. 
The following petition was sent from Spring 
Coulee ,Okangen County ,to the Commander of 

‘Spokane Post: 

We, the citizens of Okangen, ask and demand that 
you send troops to protect us against Indians who are 
preparing for an outbreak. There is imminent 
danger of trouble. There will probably be fighting 

"ere you getthis. Indians here and from British 
Columbia are al! armed for war.

INTERNECINE WAR. 


The Sioux Camp Divided Into Two Hos- 
tile Parties. 


Special Correspondence POst-DISPATCH. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, Via Rushville,Jan. 11.— 
While the prospects are that the present 
complications will not be ended without a 
battle, experienced Indian fighters are in- 
clined to believe that the contest will not be 
SO severe and bloody as it promised to be a 
dayortwoago. To-day a number of hostiles 
came in and stated that a majority of the 
band in camp were willing to return to the 
Agency, but that they were overawed by the 
party who was for war at any 
price. They were not inclined to 
submit tamely tothis dictation but were not 
. _mearly{so well organized as the war party and 
could not make their influence felt. 

/PLANS OF THE CHIEFS. 

Fighting has been going on continually for 
the last.week inside the Indian camp and 
scores have been killed and wounded. Were 
it not forthe fear of being attacked by the 
irreconcilables hundreds would come 

$ntoe the agency who are now in the hostile 
€@€amp. The peace party is represented as 
' @rowing daily in numbers, the moral 
' Influence of the troops closing 
in, and the lack of harmany 
among the many  =sub-chiefs having 
-Convinced many who were at first in favor of

-fesistance. Nearly without exception, the 
older chiefs are now in favor of peace. Many 
were advocates of taking the war path and 
making a break for the British line stealing 
Cattle and horses as they went. These old 
‘Warriors ardently advocated an immediate 
move when the hostiles were reinforced by 
the bands of the reservation that streamed in 
‘after the news of the Wounded 
fight had been received. At 
this time it would have been a 
com tively easy matter to have slipped 
out between the advancing troops, and to 
fave gained along start. This would have at 
once neutralized more than half of the troops. 
asthe infantry asa general thing were not 
' mounted, and the cavalry alone would have 
to be dealt with. 
; LACK OF INDIAN LEADERSHIP. 

By breaking up into small bands the In- 
dians could have puzzled the troops, and ex- 
perience has taught them that they have lit- 
tle to fear from a_é stern chase.

Valuable {ime was lost in dissension and 
discussion and the sub-chiefs who were at 
first in favor of war carried on in the time- 
honored Indian manner are now strongly 
opposed to facing the troops in inferior 
numbers without chance of escape unless a 
direct breach is made in the encircling line, 
and while exposed tothe deadly fire of the 
long-range infantry rifle. Since 1875 the In- 
diansin nearly every encounter have been 
superior in numbers, equipment and arma- 
ment. In order —to reach them the 
cavalry have been obliged to make 
long, rapid and fatiguing marches, their 
horses being weary before the hostiles were 
struck. The cavalry carbine is distinctly in- 
ferioras a fighting weapon to the long range 
Winchester, and by using their large herds of 
fresh ponies the Indians could leave the 
troops behind at will. None of these advan- 
tages exist now. The cavalry horses are in 
the prime of condition, the infantry rifle is a 
far better weapon than the Winchester, and 
it is backed by artillery, which is greatly, 
probably unduly, dreaded by the hostiles. 

THE PEACE PARTY GROWING. 

With the loss of their usual advantages the 
hearts of the experienced warriors and sub- 
chiefs are much more inclined toa peaceful 
solution of the difficulty-than they were a few 
days ago, and the war party has lost some of 
its strongest and most influential elements. 
It was owing to this that old Red Cloud 
and many of his Ogallallas were allowed 
to escape. They were practically held as 
prisoners with the idea that when fighting 
once began they would be obliged to range 
themselves on the side of the hostiles. The 
change of feeling induced by the rapid closing 
in of the troops, and the completion of the 
cordon was shown by the fact that those who 
had been entrusted with the task of prevent- 
ing the escape of the old Ogallalla chief, 
allowed him to slip off and mgny of them soon 
followed him. 

TROUBLEIN THE INDIAN CAMP. 

Of course news from the hostile camp is 
fragmentary and unreliable, but it 
is believed here that those who 
wish war are in the minority 
Many even ofthe Brules are willing to come 
in, but the younger element of this tribe and 
the renegades from others are aggressive and 
energetic and exercise an influence out of all 
proportion to their numbers. What will be 
the outcome no one can say, as the hostiles 
have no chiefs who can control their follow- 
ers,and negotiations are therefore unusually 
difficult. The irreconcilables exercise a great 
power, because they can at any moment pre- 
cipitate a conflict in which all will 
be involved. They recognize no authority 
and really control the situation, for if they 
make an attack on the troops a battle in 
which all those in the camp will be involved 
will be inevitable. It is only by overawing 
these men that the peace party can carry out 
acapitulation. This state of affairs has been 
represented to Gen. Miles, and he proposes to 
solve the difficulty by stipulating that those 
who wish to come into the reservation shall 
doso in smali bands, in order that afew 
des peradoes may not involve’ those 
more peacefully inclined in ae fight. 
The prospects for a general surrender are 
now better than they have been at any time 
since the slaughter on the Wounded Knee, 

BIG FOOT’S CONSPIRACY. 

Itisnow apparent that, heavy as the loss 
wasinthat fight, the soldiers did not die in 
vain. Sincethe return of the wounded sur- 
vivors it islearned that the surrender was 
treacherous fromthe beginning, and wasa 
part ofa well-laid plan. Big Foot’s band 
could probably have escaped capture, but the 
desire of its leader was that he and 
his men should be taken to the Pine Ridge 
agency and there be allowed to mingk with 
the friendlies. Hehad hundreds of confed- 
erates among them and expected to secretly 
organizea war party, and in conjunction 
with the hostilesin the Bad Lands’ camp, 
fall upon the troops at the agency 
and wipe them out. The order for 
disarmament was unexpected, and sooner 
than submit to this degradation his band 
fought to the death. This forced the 
hands of the conspirators at the 
agency, and caused the exodus 
to the hostile camp. This was at first ascribed 
to panic, but is now Delieved to be due to the 
fact that many of those who had pretended to 
be friendly were really in a conspiracy with 
the hostiles. Had the Big Foot conspiracy 
been carried out a terrible massacre might 
have resulted, as until within a few days the 
troops stationed here were in no position to 
withstand a two-fold attack. The entrench- 
ments now erected will amply secure them 
from the friendlies as wellasthe hostiles, 
while the artillery is exerting a tremendous 
moral influence. 

THE ARTILLERY CONTINGENT. 

The cannon now in position are proving 
themselves to be true peace-makers. Four 
kinds of guns are on hand and shoulda fight 
break outin country that is not too broken 
for their use will give an excellent account of 
themselves. The Gatling guns are of one- 
inch caliber and can sweep everything away 
within a range of 2,000 yards. The 32-inch 
rifle is a true fleld- piece, a breech-loader and 
of an improved i patent. The guns 
are mounted on iron carriages 
and have a range of about four 
miles. In shelling a position they are su- 
periorto the other pieces, but would not 
prove so deadly in anything like close com- 
bat. Of Hotchkiss gunsthere are two kinds. 
The Hotchkiss revolving cannon has a Cali- 
ber of 1.50 inches, can throw 500 shots a. 
minute and has a range of abovea mile. Me- 
tallic cartridgas are fed at the breach, and a 
constant stream of balls can be kept up. It 
is lighter than the gatling, but heavier than 
the Hotchkiss shell gun. This weapon isa 
true mountain piece and can be transported 
on muleback. It hasacaliber of 1.65 inches 
and can be worked very rapidly and fires an 
explosive shell. Like the other gunsitisa 
breech-loader. This piece is peculiar to the 
United States army. 

. REVENGEFUL CHEYENNES. 

One fact has greatly discouraged the war 
party, and that is the discovery that the 
Cheyennes have very long memories. Pre- 
vious to 1876 this tribe was the faithful friend 
of the Sioux and in every outbreak furnished 
some of the very best warriors. In the Cus® 
ter fight the Cheyennes particularly 
distinguished themselves, being animated 
with a feeling of bitter personal hostility to 
that officer, and they were the finest and 
bravest wariors who rode down the devoted 
squadrons of the Seventh Cavalry. When the 


a 


high military qualities have always given 
them an influence out of all proportion to 
their numbers. But when the hostiles took 
refuge in the Bad Lands camp and sent run- 
ners to the Cheyennes asking them to join, 
they found that recent hostility 
was stronger than ancient  fiend- 
ship. The Cheyennes not only 
refused to join, buta very effective scouting 
force was formed oftheir warriors, and is 
operating against their old comrades. One 
ofthe most convincing arguments ofthe 
chiefs who favor peace is that fit would be 
madness fora part of the Sioux to go into 
the greatest battle that nation ever fought, 
without the aid of tne Cheyennes. Whether 
the peace party orthe war party will finally 
prevail no one can tell, but the prospects for 
a bloodless solution of the difficulty are far 
better than they were two days ago.

THE MICHIGAN LEGISLATURE.

The 
law also applies to all State officers and 
judges of courts of record. If the pass Is ac- 
cepted the recipient is liable to a like fine or 
one year’s imprisonment at the option of the 
court. Bills have also been introduced to 
abolish the State Board of Corrections and 
Charities, the State Weather Service, the 
State Board of Health and the State game 
wardenship. | 

THE WISCONSIN LEGISLATURE. 

MADISON, Wis., Jan. 14.—The inaugural 
message of Gov. Peck to the State Legislature 
attacks the Rennett compulsory education 
law as interfering with religious practices, 
and deems it unwarranted by the condition 
of the children of the State. He believes Wis- 
consin parents are not unmindful of the duty 
they owe their offspring, and he recommends 
the unconditional repeal of the law. The 
Governor treats of the law as an infraction 
of parental rights. 

The Cooper election law is praised as a wise 
measure, which will prove more effective in 
its scope if amendments are made which will 
secure three things: 

1. The removal of the constitutional objection 
cansed by making physical disability alone the privi- 
lege of having assistance at the polls. 

2. The provision whereby greater security of the 
ballots can be obtained after the returns are made to 
the County Clerks. 

3. The provision for a more evenly divided partisan 
representation among the elective officers.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark.,Jan. 14.—Three separate 
bills requiring railroad companies to provide 
double accommodations for whites and blacks 
were introduced in the Arkansas State Senate 
yesterday, as also a bill appropriating $100,000 
for mileage and per diem of the General As- 
sembly. The House spent the afternoon try- 
ing to elect a chaplain. The Governor’s mes- 
sage was read at 11 o’clock, and a concurrent 
resolution adopted to investigate the State 
Treasury. The Democratic caucus resolved 
to withdraw Col.Fishback from the senatorial 
race and re-elect James ©.

Suggestions for Labor Legislation. 


ALBANY, N.Y., Jan. 14.—The State Board 
of Arbitration, in a special report to the 
Legislature on the late Central Hudson Rail- 
road strike, makes several suggestions for 
legislation. The board urges that entrance 
into railway service should be by enlistment 
fora definite period upon satisfactory ex- 
amination as to mental and physical qualifi- 
cations, with oath of fidelity to the people 
and to the corporation.

Everything in Readiness for the Big 
Contest at New Orleans. 


FITZSIMMONS STILL BEING KEPT UNDER 
SHADE BY HIS CUNNING TRAINER. 


Talks With Both Men—Fitzsimmons Stock 
Looking Upin the Betting, but Demp- 
sey Still the Favorite—The Nonpareil 
With Old Friends—Selecting the Referee 
—Light-Weights Being Matched. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 14.—In-all proba- 
bility, before the morrow’s sun has risen the 
momentous question of who is the cham- 
pion middle-weight pugilist of thé world 
will have been decided. There seems 
to be nothing now to prevent the 
meeting between Jack Dempsey and Bob 
Fitzsimmons, and only a draw can prevent 
the question of supremacy from being solved. 
It is the opinion ofthe veterans that never 
before in the history of the prize ringin Am- 
erica has there been such a unanimous turnout 
of the fistic talent. Everybody of any conse- 
quence and many of noconsequence in the 
annals of sport are here. They come on 
regular trains, on special trains and on foot. 
If the sun of the Nonpareil falls down 
in defeat, the Pullman Palace Car Co. will suf-

fer a distressing lack of patronage and there 
will be a large number of pedestrian tours in- 
augurated, with New Orleans as a starting 
point. Should Dempsey win, then every bar- 
room within a radius of a thousand miles 
North and East will be tinged with a bright 
vermillion hue. 

**Who is going to win?’’ 

This is the question that all the adepts of 
the ring have been trying to answer for twen- 
ty -four hours, 

DEMPSEY FEELING ALL RIGHT. 

Dempsey is resting quietlyin a Rampart 
street boarding-house _ this morning sur- 
rounded by his family. 

**I don’t know whether I will win,’’ said he 
to the PosT-DISPATCH man, ‘‘but as there are 
only two of us I think I am good for a place.’’ 

‘*How are you feeling?’’ 

*-Never felt better in my life.’’ 

**Do you think the exhibitionin Texas and 
this city has interfered with you?’’ 

‘*Notat all. [havetaken goodcare of my- 
self, and took my regular work every day.’’ 

‘*I suppose you knowthat much unfavor- 
able comment was causedatthe Audybon 
Club last night by your apparent lack of 
weight and strength as compared with Fitz- 
simmons?’’ 

“*Yes, I heard that, but my friends know 
me well and I don’t care what others think.’’ 

In Dempsey’s room were his old friends 
Jimmie Colville, who has $7,000 on him, Jack 
Mcliffe who has $1,500 up, Denny Costigan, 
Jimmy Carroll, the Brooklyn middle-weight, 
and Mike Conley, the ‘‘Ithaca gtant.’’ 
There was a great reaction in 
favor of Fitzsimmons late last night 
and this morning. The New Orleans sports 
are sticking by the New Zealander. If he 
loses, ‘‘woe is me,’’ for the visitors will take 
away Over $250,000. 

FITZSIMMONS INTERVIEWED. 

Fitzsimmons and his trainer, Jimmy Car- 
roll, arrived from Bay St. Louis this morning, 
and were hurried to private apartments on 
Royal street. The New Zealander is a queer- 
looking fighter. He is very tall and very 
lank, though a casual glance shows that he 
is of solid muscle and bone. He looks much 
broader across the back than across the 
chest. His arms are  féarfully long 
and his head’ is about the size of 
a cocoanut and much the samecontour. He 
is partly bald, and the crest is surmounted by 
@ tuft of red hair. 

**He is a wonder,’’ said an admiring friend. 
**I tell you Dempsey won’t be in it at all.’’ 

The Post-DISPATCH man was introduced 
and Carroll said: ‘*We ain’t got much to say 
now, but may have to-morrow morning.’’ 
In answer to several questions Fitzsimmons 
said: ‘‘Ilam feeling tiptop, andI don’t know 
whetherI will win or not; but my friends 
can rest assured that I will make the greatest 
effort of my life.’’ 

THE VISITORS. 

The St. Charles is swarming like a bee hive 
this morning. The sports made a night of it, 
but arose promptly and renewed the all pre- 
valling topic. Late last night the Furber 
special arrived from St. Louis, with Arthur 
Furber, Ben Brady, Max Rich, Frank Rosen- 
baum, Tom Kelly, Fred Watkins and others. 
The entire party are housed at the St. Charles 
and will have a box at the fight. They are all 
Dempsey men. Dan Daly, Bob Farrell, Frank 
Woodlock and others arrived yesterday. 
Among the Eastern contingent are Billy Ed- 
wards, Arthur Chambers, Steve 
Brodie, Phil Lynch, Billy Muldoon, 
Jake Kilrain, Sim Wakely, W. E. Harding, 
Tommy Warren, Johnnie Clark. Batt Master- 
son heads the Denver delegation, and there 
are 100 here from San Francisco. 

The betting is $10 to $8 on Dempsey. Among 
the big bets this morning were $1,000 to $800, 
taken by Abe Levy, the St. Louis pool-room 
keeeper, on Dempsey, and $2,000 to $1,700 
taken by Arthur Lions of St. Louis on Demp- 
sey. Ed Kearney of New York offered to bet 
$10,000 to $8,000. Bellevers in Fitzsimmons 
only desired to put up $6,500, and the bet was 
not made. 

Upto 1 o’clock the referee had not been 
selected. 

A meeting for that purpose will be held this 
afternoon when Alexander Brewster will 
probably be selected and a fair fight and no 
favors is a foregone conclusion. 


THE FIGHT WILL TAKE PLACE TO-NIGHT. 

Nine o’clock to-night is the time set for the 
great battle. It was feared for a time yester- 
day that the authorities would stop the fight. 
It was known that Attorney-General Rogers 
and Gov. Nicholls had held a consultation in 
regard to the matter and that the Attorney- 
General afterward held an interview with 
Mayor Shakespeare. Later it was stated by 
officials of the Olympic Club that they had as- 
surances that no attempt would be made to 
interfere with the contest, the State and city 
officials concluding that they had no power to 
prevent it. This was glad tidings to the 


hundreds of sports who had arrived from all‘ 


quarters of the Union to witness the 
fight. To have been denied the 
opportunity of seeing the battle after mak- 
ing such sacfifices Jn the way of time and 
money would have been a severe blow to 
‘them. Many of them had come all the way 
‘from New York, Boston, California and other 
 far-away points.

DEMPSEY ANGRY. 

Dempsey is very much angered about: the 
tactics cunning Jimmy Carroll, Fitzsimmons’ 
trainer, is pursuing, and he 
denounces thé English light-weight as a 
man who would use any means in his power, 
however unfair, to defeat him (Dempsey). 
When the ‘‘Nonpareil’’ came in here from the 
Pacific coast he endeavored to meet Fitzsim- 
mons and agree with him upon a referee. 
Jimmy Carroll, however, suspected it was 
merely a ruse of Dempsey to get a look at the 
New Zealander and size him up. Asa result, 
instead of Fitzsimmons meeting Dempsey, 
Carroll was on hand to represent his man. 
He and the ‘‘Nonpareil’’ haa diong wrangle, 
which finally wound up by their agreeing to 


postpone the selection of a referee until last ‘ 


evening, which would give the American but 
little time.to make up his mind as to how he 
would Aght hisman. At 8 o’clock, the hour 
set for selecting a referee, Carroll was 
not present, and after a long wait 
the crowd adjourned to the rooms of 
the Audubon Club, where Dempsey 
was being tendered aie benefit, the 
selection of the referee being postponed unti 
10:30 p.m. At the latter hour Carroll had not 
yet appeared, and postponement until to-day 
was thus made necessary. As a result, the 
chances now are that the ‘‘Nonpareil’’ will 
not geta glimpse of his man until they enter 
the ring to-night to battle. Dempsey is very 
much chagrined and angered about the mat- 
ter, and the ill-feeling engendered by the 
middle- -weight champion seconding and 
siding with Jack McAuliffe when the 
latter fought Carroll in San Francisco, has 
been by no means ameliorated. 
DEMPSEY’S BENEFIT. 

Dempsey has been moving around among 
his friends freely here, while Fitzsimmons 
has remainedinvisible. About 500 men: Were 
present last night at the Nonparell’s benefit 
at the Audubon Club. The evening’s enter- 
tainment opened with an exhibition between 
Jimmy Carroll, the Brooklyn middle- 
weight, and Johnny Files. After they 
had sparred three short rounds, 
Denny Costigan and Mike Leary had a 
vicious set-to in which each tried 
fora knockout. Mike Conley, the ‘‘Ithaca 
Giant,’’ and Johnny Clark, the old-time 
light-weight of Philadelphia, gavea pretty 
exhibition, and then came the wind-up be- 
tween Jack McAuliffe and the beneficiary. 
Dempsey looked far smaller than the light- 
weight, and there was a murmur of surprise 
and disappointment among the _  spec- 
tators when they beheld the Non- 
pareil’s small arms and slender form. 
Everybody had imagined him a much 


larger and more powerful-looking man and it - 


ishardto believe that he*even weighs 147 
pounds as heclaims. The set-to was a dis- 
appointment. It wasan easy one, but in it 
McAuliffe appeared to the better advantage. 
When the crowd filed out of the hall they 
were almost to a man for Fitzsimmons. 
They refused to believe that any man as small 
as Dempsey would stand any chance with the 
big, raw-boned New Zealander, and besides, 
the Nonpariel had shown up so poorly in his 
sparring bout with McAuliffe. 
INFLUENCING BETTING. 

No doubt Dempsey purposely permitted the 
light-weight to apparently best him in the 
bout, ashe did not careto give the Fitzsim- 
mons men any pointers on his style any more 
than they already have, which isa great 
deal, inasmuch as he has been seen inso 
many fights in this country. But, no doubt, 
another and better reason which Dempsey 
had for concealing his prowess was to 
prevent. the betting odds, which are 
already strongly in his favor, becoming any 


more so. By keeping down the odds his 
friends can place their money to better ad- 
vantage. However there is one thing cer- 
tain, and that is that Dempsey does not 
weighas much as he should, and this fact 
would indicate that there is something wrong 
with his health. It confirms many to the be- 
lief that he has consumption, as has been 
frequently reported, and that he is not the 
man he once was. His fight  to- 
night will tell whether he pos- 
sesses his old - time strength and 
agility. As Fitzsimmons will probably weigh 
very near the limit he will in all probability 
have an advantage of six or seven pounds in 
weight, which isa great deal in a middle- 
weight contest. 

Interest inthefightis unprecedented, not 
only inthis city, but throughoutthe coun- 
try, for many ofthe visiting sports have 
been deluged with dispatches either asking 
their opinion or requesting that money be 
puton one or the other ofthe two men. 
Eleven to ten is the figure postedon the 
blackboards of the local main pool-room 
this afternoon although Jack Farrell, the 
book maker, and representing a visitor from 


; Chicago bet $3,000 even taking the Dempsey 
end of it. 


Robert C. Day ofSt. Louis, has 
also placed $5,000 at even money. ‘New 
Orleans as already stated is mainly going 
to the Australian and if the Nonpareil is suc- 
cessful the city will be in sackcloth and 
ashes. 

Batt Masterson, the celebrated Denver 
sport, who has seen both men this week, says 
that he believes that the Australian can fight 
anybody of his weight in the world and that 
it will be along, good, hard fight, fifteen or 
twenty rounds or more. 

Fitzsimmons is at weight and his condition 
is all that could be desired. He looks thinner 
and leaner than ever, but the muscles are 
solid and firm, and if he gives out it will not 
be on account of his legs. 

Dempsey, anticipating relief from training 
and worry, isin better humor than for some 
time past. He took a drive this morning 
with his wife and baby. He ig somewhat 
anxious for fear that the sandy surface of the 
ring may be cut up by constant walking if 
the fightisalong one, but the club officials 
say that it is guaranteed. 

DEMPSEY DID NOT TRAIN PROPERLY. 

There is alsoa feeling here that Dempsey 
is ata great disadvantage in the matter of 
training. Fitzsimmons has prepared most 
carefully for the contest. He commenced 
work months ago and has gradually got 
himself in trim and kept himself there. 
He went t@Bay St. Louls where he was away 
from all the drinking and late hours that 
usually characterize a fighting man’s life in 
the city, and once at Bay St. Louis he re- 
mained there, making no attempt to come to 
town. Dempsey onthe other hand did not 
come down to train until less thana month 
before the battle. It was reported that he 
was taking careof himselfathis home in 
Portiand, butit isnot believed that he did 
much training. Then before coming here 
he spent a week or two in San Fran- 
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he came here and then went to Galveston to 
train. Instead of sticking to his training 
quarters, he has been traveling around in 
Texas, and although he claims he believes in 
this system of taking relief from work, it is 
not the general belief that it is the wise 
thing to do. 
LIGHT-WEIGHTS MATCHED. 

At least two light-weight contests, it is ex- 
pected, will be closed here before the sports 
who came to see the Dempsey-Fitzsimmons 
match leave for their homes. Jack McAuliffe, 
Jimmy Carroll and Billy Myer, the three lead- 
ing lights of that class, areall here and the 
contests will be between them. Alf Kennedy, 
Myer’s backer, accompanied the ‘‘Streator 
Cyclone’’ and posted a forfeit for $250 for 
a finish contest between the Illinois lad and 
McAuliffe or Carroll for $5,000a side. At mid- 
night last night Jimmy Colville, acting for 
the New Yorker, made a match between the 
men for $5,000 a side and the largest purse 
that would be offered by the Puritan Club of 
New York, the Olympic Club of New Orleans, 
the California Club of San Franciscoor the 
Galveston Club of Galveston. The match is to 
take place in April after McAuliffe’s fight 
with Carroll, which is to take place next 
month during the Mardi Gras carnival. Mc- 


| Auliffe and Myer have posted $1,000 each and 


will sign articles next Thursday. It is ex- 
pected that the match between Carroll and 
McAuliffe will be made within a few days. 
The Olympic Club has offered them a purse 
of $10,000and Dick Roche, on behalfof the 
Puritan Club, has raised them and offered 
$11,000 for the fight. There is no pros- 
pect of the latter club securing 
it, however, as Carroll would not 
consent to Fitzsimmons fighting there, claim- 
ing that no man could receive fair play at the 
club in a fight with Demsey or McAuliffe. 
Therefore, if Carroll and McAuliffe meet 
it will be at the Olympic Club in all prob- 
ability. Thesquabble at present is over the | 
question of weight. Carroll wants to fight at 
the light weight limit, 133 pounds, while Mc- 
Auliffe wants the same conditions as gov- 
erned the previous meeting between them, 
185 pounds, give or take two pounds. 
EVERYTHING READY. 

There is nothing now in the way of the 
fight. Attorney-General Rogers said pri- 
vately that the State would not interfere, and 
that the pugilists will not be molested. Capt. 
Billy Barrett and a large detail of police will 
be present at the ring side, andif the mu- 
nicipal ordinance is not violated the fight 
will ‘surely take place. It will begin at 9 
o’clock, or as soon thereafter as possible. 

Dempsey kept up his training this morning 
and he and his happy little family are sure 
that he.will win. He is disinclined to ex- 
press an opinion, but says he has fought 
large men before and has nothing to fear in 
Fitzsimmons. 

The latter has, as stated, putinan appear- 
ance, attended by his faithful friend, Jimmy 
Carroll. Both of them say the 
New Zealander is_ in perfect form 
and that he means to fight the 
greatest battle of his life. He does not under- 
estimate Dempsey. Both men are confident 
of receiving fair play and the referee, who 
will be Alexander Brewster of thiscity, will 
see that neither gets an advantage unfairly 
over the other. 

Parson Davies and Bud Doble headed a big 
Western delegation arriving this morning. 
Most of them favor Dempsey. The fight 
will. take place on the turf and 
practical fighters say this will 
give Dempsey an advantage if Fitzsimmons 
is not stronginthe legs. The attendance at 
the fight will probably be 3,500 or 4,000. Peter 
Jackson and Sullivan have not shown up yet. 
The fight has brought many thieves and 
toughs tothe city, and the police are having 
plenty to do in watching suspicious char- 
acters. 

BREWSTER CHOSEN REFEREE.

THE RAILROADS, 


WORK OF THE ADVISORY BOARD AP- 
PROVED BY INTERESTED PARTIES. 


Jay Gould Talks of the Benefits to Be De- { 


rived Through the Agreement—Every- 
thing Not Settled Yet-—Resignations of 
Employes. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 14.—General satisfaction 
is expressed among railroad men at the suc- 
cessful conclusion of the labors of the Ad- 
visory Board of the new Western Traffic As- 
sociation. While itis recognized that more 
work remains to be done, it is belHeved that 
no friction will be developed at the future 
conferences sufficient to embarrass the com- 
pletion of the scheme. In railroad circles ap- 
proval is also given tothe proposition of the 
Interstate Commerce Committee of the Senate 
at Washington, for an amendment to the 
Federal law, which will permit limited 
pooling under the provision of the 
federal commission. It isan indication that 
the National Legislature may be preparing to 
remove some of the restrictions that have 
ham pered the Western roads in their efforts 
to reform existing evils of management. Con- 
versing upon the results of the recent meet- 
ing of railroad presidents, Jay gould said 


yesterday : 

‘*It does not seem to me that much need be 
said about the work done. The agreement 
speaks for itself. Itisa move in the right 
direction, and though a great deal remains 
to be done, one must remember that it was 
not made in a day. The agreement is the 
longest step that has been taken in the direc- 
tion of reform in a long time. I think 
it will give the railroads a 
great deal of money. Astothe failure at 
this meeting to abolish outside agencies, I 
have strong hopes that something in this line 
will be accomplished later. But the agree- 
ment, as it stands, removes many of the evils 
that have attended theseagencies. A great 
dealof trouble inthe past has grown out of 
the traffic manager listening too readily to 
the reports of rate-cutting brought to them 
by the agents. Now nochangecan be made 
in rates except by the general board, and 
these stories will be carefully sifted before 
any actionistaken. Idonot apprehend any 
evil from the provision of three months’ no- 
tice allowed for the reduction of rates by any 
company. The board of directors must act, 
and I believe that the benefits will prove to 
be so great that no road will want to with- 
draw.’’ 

Referring tothe Washington dispatches on 
the question of allowing the pooling Mr. 
Gould said: ‘‘To make sure for the protec- 
tion of the weaker roads, this they will 
naturally support, while the stronger roads 
may oppose it. But I am in favor of the actu- 
al routing of tonnage so that all lines can get 
business that they are fairly entitled to and 
carry it. Our association will provide for 
that satisfactorily to all concerned.’’ 

Commissioner J. F. Goddard of the Trunk 
Line said: ‘‘I have seenthe dispatches re- 
specting the legislation of limited pooling and 
I suppose it refers toa tonnage distribution. 
Such a change in the law would 
be desirable for the whole coun- 
try, for the basis of all the railroad 
troubles is in discriminations required by 
some of the weak lines to secure business. 
Until there can be a division that will givea 
fair share toall roads I do not believe that 
the evils of discrimination.can be entirely re- 
moved, and as I understand it the object of 
the law is to prevent these discriminations. 
It is doubtful, however, if the amendment of 
the federal law would make any change in 
the organization of the trunk lines. A dl- 
vision of business was more needed before 
the interstate law went into effect, for then 
there were at least two new lines which had 
not developed their standing and strength. 
Now the dispatches between the roads are 
not so great perhaps as to render a division 
of traffic actually necessary.’’ 


Station Agents and Operators. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Jan. 14.—A local paper says: 
Nearly five hundred station agents and rail- 
way telegraph operators on the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul ilway will quit work to- 
day or to-night t ughonut Illinois, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Iowa and Nebraska. Grand 
Chief Thurston of the International Order of 
Railway Telegraphers its in Chicago to direct 
and enfore the strike. He claims that the 
strikers will be backed by the entire order in 
the United States and morally aided by other 
labor federations. The trouble is the result 
ofa recent change in the wages of agents 
and operators, said by the officials 
of the company to be ‘‘an equalization of the 
wages paid in the cities and smaller towns 
along the road.’’ A committee had a three 
days’ conference with General Manager 
Earling, which ended yesterday with a re- 
fusal on the part of the company to concede 
the demands of the men. A long discussion 
was held last night and it was decided to call 
upon the employes to stand by their agree- 
ment and quit work. Chief Thurston asserts

But there is room 
for doubting the power of the Legislature 
to legalize any form of gambling in one 
place while making it criminal everywhere 
else, or to make licensed gambling the ex- 
clusive privilege of any particular corpora- 
tion or association. 

Judge TULEY in Chicago has held that an 
Illinois statute excepting race-courses 
from the operation of the _ general 
law of the State on the subject of gambling 
and pool-selling was void as an exercise of 
inhibited power, and he instructed a 
Grand-jury to indict the members of the 
Lincoln Club in spite of the statute grant- 
ing them the pool-selling privilege. 

The Constitution of Missouri expressly 
forbids the General Assembly to pass ‘‘any 
**local or special law granting to any cor- 
‘*poration, association or individual any 
‘*special or exclusive privilege or im- 
‘*munity’’ or to ‘‘indirectly enact such 
**special or local law by a partial repeal of 
‘ta general law.’’ 

Our Supreme Court, however, has 
opened avery wide path around the in- 


 hibitfons of the Constitution with refer- 
:ence to special legislation, and it may be 


that if can make this path wide enough for 
a gambling monopoly conferred upon

THE KANSAS SENATOR MAKES A SPEECH 
ON THE FINANCIAL BILL. 


He Makes a Bitter Attack Upon the In- 
dependent in Politics. 


COMBINED, CONCENTRATED CONSCIENCE- 
LESS AND INCORPORATED CAPI- 
TAL VIGOROUSLY DENOUNCED. 


Congress Hypnotized by the Money Power 
—The ‘‘Land of the Free and the Brave’’ 
Fast Becoming the “‘Land of the Rich 
and the Slave’’—A Brilliant Wedding. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Jan. 14.—According to 
the arrangement made yesterday the Senate 
proceeded to the consideration of the finan- 
cial bill immediately after the reading of the 
journal. Mr. Ingalls took the floor and said 
that there were portentous evils which men- 
aced the safety, if they did not endanger the 
existence, of the Republic. The first 
was ignorant, debased, degraded, spu- 

suffrage — suffrage contaminated 
the swage of decayed nations; 
suffrage intimidated and suppressed in the 
South; suffrage impure and corrupt, apa- 
thetic and indifferent in the great cities of 
the North; so that it was doubtful to his 
mind whether for half a century there had 
been a presidential election in this country 
that expressed the deliberate and intelligent 
judgment of the whole body of the American 
people. He then referred to the newspaper 
interview had with him several months ago, 
in which he had said that the golden rule and 
the decalogue had no place in American 
campaigns. It seemed superfluous to ex- 
plain that in that utterance he 
was not inculcating a doctrine 
but describing a condition. His statement 
wasa statement of facts, not an announce- 
ment of faith. But many reverend and emi- 
nent divines, many disinterested editors, 
many ingenious orators perverted this utter- 
ance into a personal advocacy of impurity in 
politics. He did not complain. It was, as 
the world went, legitimate political warfare, 
but it was an illustration of the truth that the 
= rule and the decalogue ought to have 
a piaceinthe political campaigns. ‘‘If the 
enemy smite thee on one cheek turn the 
other,’’ was a good precept to follow. 
But he would observe that until that precept 
was more generally observed than it has been 
or was likely to be if his political enemy smote 
him on one cheek instead of turning te him 
the other he would smite hinf under the butt 
end of his left ear if he could. [Laughter.] 
If that be political immorality he must be in- 
cluded among the unregenerated. The elec- 
tion bill was intended to deal with one part 
of the great evil to which he had alluded, but 
it wasan imperfect, a partial and incom- 
plete remedy. Violence was bad but fraud 
was no better, and it was more dangerous 
because it was more insidious. Burke 
had said in one of his immortal 
orations which emptied the House of Com- 
mons, but which would be read as long as the 
English tongue could endure, that when the 
laws of Great Britain were not strong enough 
to protect the youngest Hindoo on the banks 
of the Ganges a nobleman was not safe in his 
castle on the banks of the Thames. That 
lofty sentiment was pregnant with admoni- 
tiontous. There could be no safety and no 
stable and permanent peace in this country 
and under this Government until it was just 
as safefor the black Republican to vote in 
Kansas. The second evil to which 
he had adverted was the tyranny 
of combined, concentrated, centralized, con- 
scienceness and incorporated capital and the 
people were considering that great problem 
now. The conscience of the nation was 
shocked at the injustice of modern society. 
The moral sentiment of mankind had been 
aroused at the unequal distribution of wealth 
and at the unequal diffusion of the burdens, 
benefits and privileges of society. He had 
read inthe morning papers Mr. Sherman’s 
speech, a considerable part of which had 
been devoted tothe defense of millionaires, 
who had been spoken of as the ‘‘froth on the 
beer,’”’ 
THE MILLIONAIRES. 

Mr. Sherman: ‘‘Not millionaires, but specu- 
lators.’’ 

Mr. Ingalis:‘*‘They are nearly the same;for 
the millionaires are not the producers and 
laborers of the country. They are arrayed 
like ‘‘Solomon,in allhis gilory;’ but ‘they 
toil not, neither do they spin.’’ 
Yes they do spin. These gigan- 
tic accumulations have not been 
the result of industry and economy. There 
would be no protest against themif they 
were. The people had suddenly awakened to 
the conception of fact that the great bulk of 
the property of the country was passing into 
the hands of those whom the Senator from 
Ohio called by euphemism the speculators 
of the country.’’ There were not of 
this country alone; they infested 
the financial and social system of every coun- 
try. They were men of no politics, of all na- 
tionalities and of no nationality. They had 
no politics but plunder, and no principle but 
the spolation of the human race. One 
man inthis country, the Midas of the cen- 
tury, at whose touch everyihing turned to 
gold, hadinalifetime acquired out of the 
aggregate of the nation’s wealth, earned by 
the labo# of all, a sum that exceeded 
the assessed value of four the smaller States, 
and which was many times more the entire 
wealth of the Republic when it was founded. 
This was the most terrible commentary ever 
recorded in the book of time. And Nero 
fiddled while Rome burned. The means 
by which these fortunes were acquired 
were euphemistically denominated by book- 
keeping financial speculation. This 
process was going on with constantly and 
frightfully accelerating rapidity by means of 
combinations. We were accustomed to speak 
of this asthe land of the free and the home 
of the brave, and it would soon be the home 
of the rich and the land of theslave. It 
was no wonder that the laboring 
and. agricultural masses of the coun- 
try had at last awakened, and the 
speculators must take warning. Referring 
to the late election, he said that it was 
neither a Republican defeat nor a Democratic 
victory. It was a great uprising independent 
of and superior to both political parties. It 
was a crisis that might become a catastrophe. 
It was a peaceful revolution. He attributed 
the depression in the country in a great 
measure to the demonetization act of 1873. He 
did not claim that that act had been passed 
fraudulently. 

HYPNOTIZED BY THE MONEY POWER. 

His only explanation of its passage was 
that both Houses of Congress and the Presi- 
dent had been hypnotized by the money 
power. He had not the slightest doubt thata 
great majority of the people, irrespective of 
party, were in favor of the free coinage of 
silver and had been for the past fifteen years. 
They had been ‘‘paltered with in a double 
sense,’’ and their will had been thwarted, 
defied and contemptuously trod- 
den under foot Warnings and 
admonitions had been plenty in this debate;

REAL ESTATE INTERESTS, 


Rapid Transit Enhancing Values Around 
Tower Grove Park. 


The Missouri Railway Co. its slowly changing 
the Laclede avenue and Forest Park branch 
of its system from horse cars to electric 
motors, and it is anticipated that they will be 
in full operation over the whole road within 
the next month. A few motors have already 
been run over the line from Fourth street out 
to the park, and more will be put on from 
day to day as the employes become accus- 
tomed to managing the new power. With the 
full operation of the Missouri system Tower 
Grove Park will be reached by another 
electric line terminating on Shaw avenue (the 
west line of Tyler place) at the north central 
entrance to the park. This sectionof the 
line will open up a largearea of very de- 
sirable residence property which has already 
been purchased in anticipation of increased 
values to be created by the advantage to the 
section of rapid transit. There is now an elec- 
tric road on Arsenal street all along the south 
side of the park terminating at King’s high- 
way, where property in Reber place which 
has been provided with a complete system of 
high-class publicand private improvements 
is held at $40 a foot—that is, for lots facing 
the park. Before this property was reached 
by an electric road it could haye been pur- 
chased at $25 to $0 a foot, and a good deal of 
it bought at those figures has since been 
improved with dwellings costing from 
$4,000 to $10,000 each. At the auc- 
tion last summer there was 
considerable of the Tyler place ground front- 
ing Shaw avenue, just north of Tower Grove 
Park, where there are no improvements, 
which sold at $30a foot and upwards. Next 
spring when the’ electric road is being 
operated along there itis more than likely 
that these Shaw avenue lots fn Tyler place 
will sell at $40 to $50 a foot, and that those on 
King’s highway, opposite the park, where 
the improvements are all made, will be in 
demand at $50 to $a foot. With these two 
electric roads and the People’s cable line 
along Grand aveaue, running to Tower Grove, 
that section of the city will be well provided 
with rapid transit, and It is anticipated that 
animmense amount of building will be done 
in that locality next summer. 

READY TO CONTRACT. 

The Anchor Hall Association of A. F. and 
A.M. have the foundations ready for their 
$30,000 building at the southwest corner of 
Jefferson and Park avenues, and are about to 
let contracts for the completion of the im- 
provement. There have already been several 
applicants for store rooms in the building, 
and two prominent caterers are contending 
for the business of the entertainment hall. 

INDIGNANT AT BEINGIGNORED. 

Several of the real estate agents, among 
whom there are a good many members of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, are highly indignant 
that their fraternity has been completely ig- 
nored inthe appointment of committees to 
act forthe ensuing year. There are no more 
enterprising people inthe city than the real 
estate men. They are always active, and 
more than liberal at all times in Aping their 
services and money to every cause intended 
to benefit St. Louis, and they resent the way 
they have been slighted in being left off the 
Merchants’ Exchange committees.

An Investigation of the Handling of the 
Republican Funds. 


PROBABILITY OF ‘CRIMINAL PROSECU- 
TIONS BEING COMMENCED. 


The Reorganized Republican Central Com- 
mittee Will Demand a Satisfactory 
Statement, and ifItIs Not Made Will 
Bring the Matter Before the Grand-Jury 
—Chairman Cariisle Resigns. 


The reorganized Republican City Central 
Committee has taken a fresh shoot on a new 
line of action which is stirring up the party 
in this city to a feeling of nervous ap-" 
prehension painful to witness. It is proved 
that in addition to the defeat of No- 
vember last the Republican machine 
is in danger of being crippled by 
disclosures of campain work, which will be 
anything but creditable, and a certain un- 
timely curiosity of the reorganized committee 
is condemned as an effort that can only bring 
about sucha result with no accompanying 
good. Thatis, itis condemned by some Re- 
publicans for that reason, while on the other 
hand there are certain candidates who 
‘*went down with the ticket’’ in November 
who are anxious to learn just why 
it happened that they went down so deep, 
and who believe that mismanagement of the 
campaign by the Central Committee will be 
found to account largely for that melancholy 
fact. In consequence of this divided senti- 
ment, a startling move taken by the Central 
Committee atits last meeting is causing a 
degree of feeling in party ranks, not far re- 
moved from a genuine split, and candidates 
and ‘‘bosses’’ alike are watching the com- 
mittee’s course with unconcealed anxiety, 

WILL COMPEL A STATEMENT. 

At Monday night’s meeting of the reorgan- 
ized committee Delegate Claudius stated that 
as it seemed impossible to get any report of 
the disposition made of the campaign fund 
through Secretary Ford Smith and Treasurer 
Thos, C. Martin, both recently deposed, it 
seemed necessary that such action be taken 
as would compel these officers’ to 
submit official statements of receipts and ex- 
penditures which could be properly passed 
upon by an auditing committee. He accord- 
ingly moved to take the matter before the 
Grand-jury, and to summon as witnesses be- 
fore that body every candidate on the late 
lamented Republican ticket, who should be 
compelled to state under oath the respective 
amounts they had paid to the Committee 
through its Secretary or Treasurer. Mr. 
Claudius stated that this seemed the only 
course left open and he believed would result 
in some startling disclosures. He moved that 
criminal proceedings be accordingly begun 
against Ford Smith, Secretary, and Thos. 0. 
Martin, Treasurer gf the old committee, at 
once, soasto bring the matter before the 
Grand-jury and thus reach the above results. 

This motion was amended by a suggestion 
of Chairman Bain that a committee of five 
be appointed who should make one more ef- 
fort to obtain the books and papers covering 
the disposition of the campaign fund from 
former officers named; failing in which criml- 
nale proceedings should be begun as 
stated in Claudius’ motion. The amended 
motion passed, and the following committee 
was appointed: Charles. Claudius, Fred 
Hausman, Henry Grassmuck, Terence Kil- 
cullen and Adam Nelbert, with George Bain 

member ex-officio. This committee will 
wait uponthe former Secretary and Treas- 
urer within the next few days and makea 
formal demand for the full report of cam- 
paign fund receipts and disbursements. Falil- 
ing of success the row within the party will 
begin without further notice. 

Chairman Bain of the reorganized commit- 
tee, whose silk-stocking reform ideas are 
blamed as the cause of the present awkward 
climax, was seen Dy a POST-DISPATCH fre- 
porter this morning, but declinedto discuss 
the situation. Mr. Bain seemed’ confident 
that he was on the right track in the 
matter, but is likely to learn , 
a great deal abou! practical politics 
and the danger of fighting within the party 
camp, before he gets through, if the predic- 
tions of other Republicans are verified. 

Another member of the reorganized Central 
Committee talked freely of the new move, 
requesting, however, that his name be not 
used, 

‘*The committee and the party are entitled 
to a detailed statement of the handling 
of the campaign fund,’’ he said, ‘‘and that 
report has got to be made in sonf® shape or 
other. At the meeting at Turner Hall, where 
Ford Smith and Tom Martin were deposed, 
Smith read some sort of a statement of 
amounts received from the candidates, 
giving no footings whatever, and when the 
report was finished put it back in his pocket, 
since which time it has not been seen. 

WHAT BECOMES OF IT. 

‘‘Tremember he reported only $500as hav- 
ing beer received from T. J. Prosser, which 
is absurd on the face of it. Horatio D. Wood 
paid $1,250, and Pohlman $2,000, and there 
were some others named which might proba- 
bly bring the campaign fund upto $7,0000r 
$8,000. Now there was about $30,000 given 
up by the Republican candidates, and 
we believe their testimony would show that 
a great deal of it went right into the old Cen- 
tral Committee’s hands. What became o(it 
afterwards nobody seems to know. Ford 
Smith handled most of the money himself, 
though it should have gone direct to the 
treasurer, Tom Martin. He has never hada 
settlement with the treasurer and has never 
submitted a proper report tothe committee, 
and we are determined that he Shall do so. 

‘‘There is alsoa ‘secret fund’ expenditure 
of $3,000 which the committee is determined 
to investigate. The money is said by Ford 
Smith to have been legitimately expended. 
How do we know it has been? The only Dilis 
submitted to the present committee as 
outstanding were for about $3,000 advertising. 
But other bills have come up, such as bills for 
registration expenses and others, amounting 
to over a thousand dollars, and there is now 
a deficit in the committee treasury. The 
whole thing is irregular from beginning to 
end, andI tell you thereis a ‘nigger inthe 
woodpile’ and we are going to find him, 
By getting the sworn statements of the 
various candidates as tothe amounts paid in 
by them, we can learn the aggregate of the 
fund handled by Ford Smith, and it may 
cause some queer developments as to where 
the money went to, and, {erg as to why 
the party met with sucha disaster. It 
may not be wise, from a machine standpoint, 
but it will be done all the same,’’ 

WHAT SMITH HAS TO SAY. 

Ex-Secretary Ford Smith was next seen ana 
laughed at the threats of criminal proceed- 
ings against himself. 

‘‘The whoie thing is just George Bain’s 
vaporing,’’ said he,’’ and can result in noth- 
ing but injury to the party, as anyone can see 
atthe start. I made a full report of the 
handling of the gn fund at the 
last ree I attended, that at Turner Hall 
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ticket the proposed ‘‘investigation’ 
stirred up considerable feeling and brought to 
-4 light a peculiar condition of affairs. Horatio D. 
Wood, who was on the ticket for Judge of the 
Circuit Court against Judge Dillon, is anxious 
to have a full report secured. 

**‘Such a report is due from the Central 
Committee,’’ said he, ‘‘ana should have been 
made longago. In view of the fact that the 
committee is now under suspicion it 
is certainly due to themselves 
to make a statement showing 
the disposition of the campaign funds. 
I do not think the Central Committee 
treated the candidates on the ticket right 
during the campaign. In all fairness they 
should have invited us to be present at their 
meetings, and should have reported to us 
what they were doing and how the cam- 
paign was being conducted. They did 
nothing of the sort, however, and have 
made no statement ofthe use to which the 
money contributed by the candidates was 
put. I am perfectly willing to state the 
amount I paid, which was simply my assess- 
ment of $1,200. This I consider excessive, as 
I have since learned that it was $300 more 
than that position had been previously as- 
sessed. I certainly think the Central

Another Republican candidate, who asked 
that his name be withheld, said: ‘‘You will 
find that the candidates on the late ticket 
will kick vigorously against being 
forced to state their dealings with 
the Central Committee, and for the 
awkward reason that manyof them did 
not even pay their assessments. Pohlman, 
Clover, Hobbs, Wood and one or two others 
paid up, but with these exceptions the race 
was made on charity principles, and, of 
course, the candidates who refused to come 
up to time will be reluctant toadmit that 
fact. There may be some interesting facts 
brought out before the thing is ended.’’

Bya that time he 
claimed to have foFgotten the 1loca- 
tion of the boarding-house and 
wanted the assistance of the department in 
the search.

TO BE DONE OTHERWISE THAN ON TO 
THE STREET. 


Supt. Duffy Finds an Old Ordinance on the 
Subject Which He Will Enforce—Turned 
‘the Hose on Them—A Peculiar Nui- 
sance. 


General Superintendent Duffy of the Street 
Department has reform fever bad. First, he 
undertook to wash all the dirt off of the 
streets into Mr. McMath’s sewers, and now he 
has discovered in ordinance No. 14,048, which 
was passed in 1887, a means of preventing the 
sweeping of dirt from stores into the streets. 
And he intends to enforce it. The ordnance 
is strict and refers to sweeping stores out onto 
the sidewalk: The ordinance reads as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 1. Ordinance No. 14,000, entitled, ‘‘An 
ordinance in revision of the ordinances of the City of 
St. Louis, and to establish new ordinance provisions 
for the government of sald city’’ (approved April 12, 
1887), is hereby amended by striking out sec. 615, of 
art. 4, chap. 15, and inserting in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: Sec. 615—It shall hereafter be unlawful for 
any person to throw or cause to be thrown any kind 
of telegraph or telephone wires or wire used for 
baling hay, straw or other material, or any kind of 
advertising matter upon a public highway, or to dis- 
tribute or cause to be distributed any kind of adver- 
tising matter so that it shall litter the streets ar side- 
walks, or to paint or cause to be painted any kind of 
advertising matter, sign or signs, on any sidewalk, 
or to sweep or cause to be swept from any store, ot- 
fice, warehouse, manufactory, hotel, or any other 
building occupied in whole or in part for business, 
any refuse or dirt from the fleors of said establish- 
ments, or any of them, on to the streets or sidewalks 
of the City of St. Louis. 

Mr. Duffy now proposes to havethis ordi- 
nance enforced right up to the handle, and is 
going to make a special effort to get some of 
the offenders into the police courts, regard- 
less of who they are. 


A Cafe and Amusemént Company. 

Park Commissioner Klemm and the Council 
Committee on Ways and Means talked for 
about two hours yesterday afternoon over 
the Forest Park restaurant affairs.

Collecting for a Funeral. 

One of the worst nuisances the Health De- 
partment had to deal with was chased out of 
the City Hallthis morning by the janitors. 
He was one ofa class of individuals which 
causes a great deal of trouble and annoyance 
and which, unfortunately, cannot be abol- 
Ished. The individual this morning was a 
poor, hungry-looki negro armed with a 
very dirty and ragged burial certificate which 
he had rolled up in a dirtier piece of news- 
paper. He was collecting, or rather beg- 
ging, enough money to bury one of 
This method of obtaining 


among the poorer negroes, who havea hor- 
ror of the potter’s field. They secure a bur- 
jal certificate and then take it around as evi- 
dence to prove that they are begging fora 
charitable purpose. Sometimes it takes 
three or four days to collect 
enough money to for the 
funeral, and in the meantime the body its left 
exposed. By the time the collection is ended 
the certificate is a sorry sight, dirty and 
illegible, and sometimes torn into two or 
three pieces. The officials in the Health De- 
partment are often compelled from sanitary 
reasons to take possession of the body and 
bury it in spite of the protests of the friends 
and relatives of the dead person,

THE RECORD ) BREAKERS. 


PERFORMANCES OF HORSES WHO HAVE 
MADE FAST MILES COMPARED. 


Salvator’s Phenomenal Mile Never Equaled 
Even in Tradition—How Australian 
Oarsmen Can Be Brought Here—Sport- 
ing News of All Kind. 


Of all the record-breaking on both the trot- 
ting and running turf during the year which 
has just closed, the inroads on the mile mark 
have been the most prevalent, so far as the 
running course is concerned, no less than 
three performers having this season annihi- 
lated the time hung up by Ten Broeck, which 
up to June 28 last, had stood as the best on 
record for upwards of 13 years. 

The California crack Racine on that date set 
the ballarolling by beating the dead Ken- 
tucky king’s mark a quarter of a second, 
which mark Raveloe later reduced still a 
quarter of a second over Long Branch’s 
straight course. This stood the best for a few 
weeks. Then the mighty Salvator went to 
beat the record and swept under the wire in 
the phenomenal time of 1:35l%, figures which 
promise toremain unchanged for some time 
to come, though considering the difference in 
the formation of the ‘tracks and the weight 
carried, one being 4and the other a 3-year- 
old, Racine’s mile compares favorably with 
the monarch of Haggin’s ranch. 

Viewed fromatime standpoint, however, 
in which only minutes and seconds are con- 
sidered, Salvator’s mile is not only the best 
ever runin America, but beats the world’s 
record, no other horse, living or dead ,having 
as yet publicly demonstrated that he  pos- 
sessed anything live such a high rate of 
speed. 

In Australila Frying Pan’s mile in 1:37 has 
remained the best since that scored by Won- 
der in 1884, while in England Gladiateur, Bay 
Middleton and Saunterer are each said to 
have covered the Rowley mile, which.is 17 
yards over the regulation mile, in 1:38. 

Tradition credits Flying Childers as having 
gone the distance in the startling time of 1:36, 
but in his day watches had hardly ‘reached 
a perfection sufficient to accurately 
time ahorse going at so rapid arate. The 
first horse to beat 1:43 in America was Alarm, 
which covered the distance in 1872in 1:42%. 
The year previous to the scoring of this 
record Longfellow ran a mile in1:40, but it be-

The past summer Teuton ina nine-furlong 
dash at Washington Park, Chicago, ran.the 
first mile in 1:394¢, but he, like Longfellow, is 
robbed of the honor of that performance in 
the racing guide on account of the race he 
won being a longer distance than a mile.

In the fall of the same year (1885) Kadi, ina 
hot race at Hartford, Conn., stepped offa 
mile in 1:413%4, and this remained the best until 
May 24, 1877, when Ten Broeck ran his fast 
mile.
